For several weeks prior to the 1959 football season, 
many local sportswriters named Annandale as the lead- 
ing contender for the Northern Virginia Group I title. 
There were many good reasons for this assumption; we 
had twenty-three lettermen returning, and our two fine 
coaches, Mr. Henry and Mr. Muirhead, were shaping 
up the team in good order. We also had tremendous 
depth with our two first string units, the Guns and the 
Bandits, backed up by the Renegades. We looked for- 
ward to the season with high hopes. 

The opening game found the Atoms living up to all 
preseason expectations as we thumped George Wash- 
ington 21-0. The stingy Bandits held G. W. to minus 
fourteen net yardage, while the Guns powered across 
three touchdowns. Doug Brown began his spectacular 
senior year by scoring a touchdown and kicking three 
extra points. 


The following week the mighty Atoms journeyed to 
Falls Church to meet the Jaguars. Sonny Utz was ab- 
sent due to a chipped ankle bone, but he was ably re- 
placed, first by Dana Wellman and then by Bruce 
Baird. The spotlight focused on Doug Brown, who 
scored nineteen points on two touchdowns, four extra 
points and a field goal. The Bandits, led by Bill Bare- 
field, played their usual strong game on defense and 
held the Jaguars to seventy-eight yards gained rushing. 
The game ended with Annandale rolling by Falls 
Church 31-0.

Scrappy Hammond became the first to penetrate the 
Atoms’ previously impregnable defense. The Admirals 
jumped to an early lead, but Annandale came back 
strong to hold a 10-7 lead at halftime. Second-half 
touchdowns by Paul Scheurich, on a pass from Brent 
Eardley, and by Dan Drinkard put the game on ice as 
the Atoms’ preserved their unbeaten status, 26-14. 


A rugged defense and a timely-run offense enabled 
Wakefield to hold the Atoms to a 7-7 deadlock.

A large, spunky McLean team was the next obstacle 
in the path of the now-intact Atoms.

Dana Wellman, Doug Brown, and Bruce 
Rentch all scored for the Atoms, and the Bandits, with 
Sam Strickland playing an outstanding game, stopped 
McLean with little trouble.

Dana Wellman ran for two touchdowns and 
Brent Eardley passed for two more, one each to John 
Smith and Bruce Rentch. Doug Brown added a T.D. 
and four extra points, while Dan Drinkard had two 
scores called back due to penalties. The Bandits bot- 
tled up the Tigers’ vaunted offense all afternoon long. 


Annandale’s next encounter was with Washington- 
Lee, and the “experts” predicted a rough game for 
our mighty Atoms. We quickly showed these experts 
how wrong they were by leaping off to an early lead 
and walloping the Little Generals 34-7. Gordon Price 
started the rout by blocking a W-L punt and falling on 
the loose ball in the end zone for a touchdown, Our 
powerful backfield trio of Doug, Dana, and Sonny 
slashed through the W-L defenses for four scores, and 
Doug added four extra points.

Leading the way to our outstanding season were 
the Guns, our offensive unit. They averaged 27 points 
per game and scored five touchdowns in each of four 
different games. The fine blocking of linemen Phil 
Tucker, John Checkovich, and Don Cable paved the 
way for the strong running of Dana Wellman, Sonny 
Utz, and Doug Brown. Brown was an added threat 
with his fine place-kicking, accounting for twenty-eight 
extra points and two field goals. The Guns certainly 
lived up to their name, eunning us to our first Dis- 
trict championship. 


A large share of the credit for the success of the 
Atoms in the 1959 season must go to the Bandits. Game 
after game they held varied offenses to meager yardage, 
both rushing and passing. Led by linebacker Bill Bare- 
field, end Bruce Rentch, and middle guard Sam Strick- 
land, the Bandits allowed an average of only four 
points a game, tops in the state. They registered shut- 
outs over George Washington, Falls Church, Groveton, 
and Fairfax, with only Hammond scoring more than 
once. The Wakefield game was saved by the Bandits, 
Rentch recovered a fumble for the only Annandale 
touchdown, and a late goal-line stand averted a Wake- 
field victory. Rightfully then, we applaud the Bandits.

As the basketball season began, the Atoms were 
largely an unknown quantity. Only time would tell. 
After winning three of their first five Coach Harry 
Smith’s cagers fell into a slump and stood 4-6 at mid- 
season. But the Atoms stormed back with a 7-3 record in 
the second half of the season to gain a spot in the 
Northern Virginia Group I ‘Tournament. 


We opened the season at home against highly- 
touted Mt. Vernon. The Majors’ Marty Lentz scored 
29 points to lead them to a 67-57 victory. John Ather- 
ton and Brent Eardley led Annandale with 13 apiece. 


We then journeyed to Lee where we squeaked by 
the Lancers 64-63 on Paul Scheurich’s clutch foul shot. 
Scheurich was high scorer with 16 points. 

Washington-Lee rebounded from a 21-19 halftime 
deficit to score a 54-36 victory. Lanky Hugh Miller was 
high for the Generals with 24 points, while Bruce 
Beech and Bruce Rentch tallied 11 for A.H.S. Our next 
two encounters ended as Atom victories, 50-44 over Os- 
bourn and 41-38 over J.E.B. Stuart. Rentch hit for 17 
at Osbourn, and Atherton scored 15 against the Raiders. 


Christmas vacation, and then the roof fell in. Four 
losses in a row, 66-32 to Wakefield, 62-37 to Groveton, 
73-52 to G.W., and 75-52 to McLean, dimmed Atom 
hopes for a successful season. Curtis Payne scored 23 
points in the G.W. game to provide one bright spot in 
an otherwise gloomy picture. Atom hopes were re- 
kindled after our 48-43 triumph over Hammond. Craig 
Etka’s 19 points led us past the hustling Admirals to 
close out the first half of the season. 


A return match against Mt. Vernon reawakened us 
to the talents of Marty Lentz as he scored 31 points in 
a 63-51 Major victory. In an attempt to stop him, five 
Annandale players fouled out. Etka and Rentch scored 
13 and 12 respectively, for the Atoms. 


The Atoms then reeled off five consecutive wins to 
move into a prominent place in the playoff picture. 
The victory skein began with a 66-40 romp over win- 
less James Madison. Bruce Rentch again led all scorers 
with 18 points. Our 63-52 defeat of Lee was highlighted 
by Craig Etka’s 26 points, a season high. The Osbourn 
Yellow Jackets were swamped by a 72-39 score with 


Ronnie Moseley hitting for 14 points, followed by Etka 
and Rentch with 13 each. 


Our next game was one of the season’s most exciting 
as we pulled a 62-49 win out of the fire against Falls 
Church. The Jaguars tied the game with less than three 
minutes left in the game, but the Atoms were not to 
be denied and stormed back with fourteen quick points 
to win going away.

The AFS motto is 
“Walk together, talk together, O ye peoples of the 
earth.” and its purpose is to promote understanding 
through intimate personal contact. 

Three types of programs are offered by the AFS. 
In the regular program foreign students spend one 
year in this country and live with an American family 
while attending an American school. The summer pro- 
gram provides that an American student live one half 
month with one foreign family and one half month 
with another. In the school program an American stu- 
dent spends the first semester of his senior year with a 
foreign family while attending a foreign school. 

Students who participate in this program are chosen 
by school interview and the national AFS office. 

The foreign student attending Annandale High 
School this year was Martine Rachet. Tosh Mitchell 
went to Dusseldorf, Germany as the summer program 
representative of Annandale and Mary Ellen Young 
went to Como, Italy as the school program representa- 
tive.
